We bave re- 
ceived no complaints about allowing paupers 
and thieves to land. We have men here who 
are experienced, and they can tell in a minute 
whether an immigrant may make a citizen or 
not. 

In answer to a question, Supt. Jackson fur - 
ther said thatthey did not gauge an immi- 
grant bythe money he possessed; that they 
would rather admit a strong, able-bodied 
farmer who was penniless than a sickly man 
who might have money. There was no way of 
distinguishing European criminals or paupers 
other than by the intuition of the employe at 
the Garden before whom the immigrants 
passed when they landed from the steamer.

Of 
course no constant order was observed in 
making these requests, but whenever she 
handed a number not asked for her offer was 
refused. In this waythe animal learned to 
associate the numbers with their names. 
Lastly, if more than one straw was usked for

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SUPREME COURT BAR. 


A Bible That Has Been Kissed a Great Many 
Times—How the Proceedings of Congress 
Were Reported Seventy Years Ago— 
Territorial Delegates Who Are Fond of 
One Another.

WASHINGTON, D. O., December 19. 

HE Supreme Court of 

the United States is 

daily the scene of an 

event which, while not 

of especial interest to 

the spectators, is of 

marked interest to the 

actors. It isthe intro- 

duction of lawyers from 

the various States and 

Territories to practice 

before the highest judi- 

celal tribunal in the land. A lawyer tobe ell- 


-gible to admittance must be a member of the 


Supreme Oourt of his own State or Territory 
and must be introduced by a member of the 
United States Supreme Court Bar in good 
standing. 

As soon asthe few formal words of intro- 
duction are uttered by the sponsor the appli- 
cant is directed to the clerk’s desk, and there, 
in company withany others who may have 
been introduced, heis swornto observe the 
rules and observances of the court and to 
maintain the Constitution of the United States. 
The applicant is then conducted to the clerk's 
room, where he signs his name and address 
in a book kept for the purpose, and also pays 
the $10 fee. i 

Scarcely a day passes that one or more at- 
torneys are not introduced to the Supreme 
Court. Monday, however, is the day generaily 
selected. Monday is the dayon which the 
court renders ite decisions. The installations 
take place as soon as the last decision is read, 
and as a rule the last decision of the 
day is read by the Chief Justice, who waits 
until the other Judges have concluded. The 
Chief Justice then bows to the Attorney- 


General, who in turn bows to the lawyers who 
have announced their intention of introducing 
professionali brothers. The sponsors and the 
applicants rise and the introduction follows.

Wild turkeys are in abundance and the game 
districts have been drawn upon heavily 
for Michigan pheasants and prairie 
chickens. here are some very fine woodcock 
and plenty of jack snipe and plovers, and as 
for quail there is no lack of those plump fat 
birds. It is a wonder where they ali come 
from, and yet the half has not been told of the 
various kinds of game that has been brought 
here. There are canvasback ducks from the 
celery marshes of Chesapeake Bay and any 
quantity of that favorite among epicures, the 
teal duck. Mallards and the teal are both 
captured nearer home in the low lands from 
where the festive "possum has also been 
yanked for a fancy spread with sweet potatoes 
upon the freedman’s table. But the most pop- 
ular dish, roast turkey, will be a little richer 
this year than usual, as the domestic birds are 
uncommonly large and fat and dressed geese 
were never better than now. Chickens, too, 
are plentiful and cheap, and so are dressed 
ducks, and among all these good things there 
is the Texas jack rabbit or hare and those of 
smaller size kaown as Missouri cotton-tails. 

In addition to this there is an elaborate dis- 
play of all kinds of fruits, including Catawba 
and Concord grapes and the celebrated India 
River orarges.

BLAINE AND HARRISON. 

GARFIZELD’s attempt to run a Repub- 
loan administration with BLAINE as 
Premier was “of few days and full of 
trouble.” It was, in fact, a tragic fail- 
ure. ARTHUR’s attempt to run a- Re- 
publican administration without BLAINE 
made GROVER CLEVELAND Governor of 
New York and President of the United 
States. It split and defeated the party in 
New York, and was the death of both 
FOLGER and ARTHUR. 

If Gen. Hakrison feels bound by prece- 
dent to give*the premiership to one of 
his competitors for the nomination at 
Chicago, he must give it to SHERMAN, 
ALLISON, ALGER or GRESHAM. BLAINE’S 
name was not before the convention. If 
BLAINE takes first honor from the new 
administration, it will be asthe Warwick 
of his party, asthe man who nominated 
HARRISON over all the rest. His appearance 
at the head of the Cabinet on such a foot- 
ing will dwarf HARRISON as it did GaR- 
FIELD and involve him in similar troubles 
with the great leaders and elements of 
the party. 

But the problem Gen. HARRISON is pon- 
dering with such slow and anxious delib- 
eration is simply whether he can handle 
BLAINE better, as a trouble-breeder, in 
the Cabinet or on the outside. As an out- 
side malcontent and mischief-maker, 
full of resources and audacity, Mr. BLA 
would be far more formidable than asa 
subordinate under a firm, self-poised 
President such as HARRISON is expected 
tobe. There is trouble enough in either 
horn of the dilemma for the President- 
elect and for his party, and of the two 
evils they may well be anxious to choose 
the least. Mr. BLarneis not out of poli- 
tics, and no scheme of Cabinet-makng can 
put him out.

ELECTORAL REFORM. 

The alleged secrecy of the ballot under 
the present election laws of Missouri is no 
protection to the very class of voters who 
most need protection, and instead of pro- 
tecting the ballot-box from bribery and 
fraud it facilitates and protects both 
bribery and fraud. 

Missouri is destined to be always one of 
the foremost manufacturing and mining 
States, with an immense and rapidly in- 
creasing urban population, and a multi- 
tude of voters in the service of great cor- 
porations and other large business estab- 
lishments that are often tempted to influ- 
ence improperly the votes of their numer- 
ous employes. No other State has a more 
obvious and vital interest in such a genu- 
ine reformation of the election laws as will 
make the bribery or the intimidation of 
voters impracticable, drive the hired 
vote-steerer from the polls, deprive com- 
mittees and ward bosses of any legitimate 
pretext for enormous assessments upon 
candidates, and make the election returns 
a genuine refiection of the free and un- 
bought suffrages of lawful voters. 

The labor organizations all over the 
country are demanding such a reform, 
modeled after ‘‘the Australian system,’’ 
and public opinion is fast becoming more 
earnest in supporting the demand. By 
enacting laws framed to secure all the 
objects of this reform, the Democrats in 
the Missouri Legislature can this winter 
not only render their State and its cities 
a great service, but put their party fairly 
in the way of recovering a majority, if 
not all, of the 23,000 votes that the Labor 
Union ticket got this year. The Demo- 
crates will have either to pass such a bill 
this winter or defeat it, and it is time they 
were making up their minds on the sub- 
ject. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN BOSTON. 

Commenting on the fact that 17,000 
women voted in Boston’s recent municipal 
election, the Boston Herald says the only 
explanation of the unusual interest taken 
by the feminine voter in that particular 
eleotion is that the issue involved appealed 
to her conscience. It was a question of 
Oatholic versus Protestant influence in 
the management of the public schools, 
The women of both sides,“ says the 
Herald, were filled with the feeling that 
‘tin voting they were doing their duty to 
„the forms of religion in which they 
‘‘respectively believed.“ 

For ten years past the Boston woman 
has had but refused to exercise the right 
to vote at school elections. She would 
not even interfere to any considerable

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THE Panama Canal stock was placed in 
small shares with a multitude of invest- 
ors scattered all over France, apparently 
with a view of bringing a pressure to bear 
on the Government whenever the inevita- 
ble crash should come. The bill permit- 
ting the company to suspend payment 
was but the entering wedge to further 
legislation in the direction of the ultimate 
nationalization of the enterprise. Its 
defeat by @ large majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies will provoke 
agitation, and BOULANGER is of course 
prompt to make a handle of it 
in his crusade against the Chamber.

direct.“ France isin writing pledged to 
preserve ‘‘the absolutely private and in- 
ternational character of the enterprise,’’ 
and our Government has even given no- 
tice that it would regard as an intrusion 
the attempt of any European powers to 


assume the role of gtaPantors of the neu- 
trality of the canal. \ 

More than four years age ouse 
passed a bill declaring forfeited all the 
land grants that were not earned within 
the time specified in the grants. The 
Senate insisted on the forfeiture of only 
so much of the land grants as should 
remain unearned when the forfeiture bill 
should become a law. This disagreement 
prevented the enactment of any forfeiture 
bill, and the railroads have gone on build- 
ing, acguiring more and more land and 
keeping all the rest of the vast areas in- 
volved in the land grants closed to settle- 
ment. If the House had agreed to the Sen- 
ate’s ultimatum, a great deal of what has 
since been lost would have been saved to 
the public domain, and a vast area now 
closed would have been opened to settle- 
ment long ago. The Senate’s ultimatum 
is a practical continuation of the old 
abandoned policy of granting lands to 
encourage the building of railroads, but 
it is also a great concession to the opposite 
policy, and the present House would do 
well to accept the Senate’s proposition as 
the best that can be obtained from that 
body. There is no prospect of better 
legisiation from the next Congress, which 
will be Republican in both Houses.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


JOSEPH CLIFFORD RICHARDSON’S SUIT 
AGAINST THE DE GIVERVILLES. 


Judge Lubke Finds in Favor of the Defend 
ants, the Count and Countess—Sheriff 
Pohiman’s New Bondsmen—Ed Butles 
and H. A. Sommers Accepted as Sure- 
ties—Dr. Bernays’ Bequests—Legal News. 


Inthe case of Joseph Clifford Richardson 
against Marie V. K. de Giverville, and Armand 
Francois Robert, Count de Giverville, her 
husband, Judge Lubke this morning, In a 
lengthy written opinion, gave a decree and 
judgment for the defendants, dismissing 
plaintiff’s bill and granting their prayer for 
cancelation of record of receipt, providedtha 
within three days the defendants deposit in 
court $100 subject to plaintiff's order. 
Costs were adjudged against the 
plaintiff. This is an interesting 
case, and, withthe exception of the Camp- 
bell-Campbell habeas corpus suit, was the only 
matter the Judge had under advisement. It 
was an action in equity to compel specific 
performance of a contract for the 
sale of 4988-100 acres of Kingsbury 
place, fronting on the Skinker road. The 
contract of sale was in the form of a receipt 
signed in the name of Mme. de Giverville by 
Charles H. Balley, real estate agent, under 
date of June 27, 1885. This paper 
acknowledges the receipt of $100, part of the 
purebase money, and sets forth that the block 
in question is sold for the sum of $15,000, $3,000 
cash. Mr. Richardson claimed he had been 
willing at all times to perform his part of the 
bargain, and prayed the courtto grant a de- 
cree enforcing the contract against the real 
estate and giving him the title 
thereto. The defendants set up the 
contention that the contract was made 


by Mme. de Giverville alone; that she had 
no separate interest in the property in ques- 
tion; that she was, therefore, under disability 
to ‘make any binding contract; that 
it was found she could 
ot make * pertect title to 
the plaintiff the contract was mutually aban- 
doned by the parties; that thereatter, without 
the knowledge or consent of the 
defendant, on April 5, 1886, the plain. 
titt procured a no public to obtain 
from Mr. Bailey an acknowledgment of the 
execution of the receipt and causedthe nota 
to make a «certificate of the acknow!l- 
edgement thereon, and that the plaintiff 
tnen caused the receipt to be recorded, 
— casting a cloud upon the title to the 
roperty. The defendants therefore cross- 
petitioned the court for adecree against the 
plaintiff canceling the record thus made.

Some Curiosities Concealed in Mexico

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THE DANGERS OF DOSING 


THE|MEDICINES IN COMMON USE FULLY 
DESCRIBED, 


Absured Notions About Vegetable Remedies 
~Deadiy Nature of Aconite—Aloes— 
Best Remedy for Constipation—The Uses 
of Ammonia—Anisé Seed Tea Possibly 
In jurious. 

From the Boston Herald. , 

The dangers of indiscriminate dosing have, 
in general way, been discused in these col- 
umns. Too much stress cannot be put upon 
this subject, for there is certainly no other 
abuse which te followed by more harmful 
results. A sweeping candemnation of seit- 
treament with drugs is, however, scarcely 
justfied for there are many trifling allments 
whichan intelligent person may  prop- 
erly endeavor to overcome by 
domestic“ remedies. Yet, simple 
as thseare they are, they are capable of 
injury, and hence a study of them cannot 
prove unprofitable. Then there are medi- 
eines which few but the most venturesome 
trifle with. It is well for people to know about 
those—they rank among the poisons—and the 
more they know of them the less likely they 
will be to attempt to use them. The harmful 
and the innocent drugs, the names of which 
people are the most familiar with, will be 
considered as they come in alphabetical 
order. 

Aconite is a deadly sedative poison in any 
but a very small dose. The idea seems quite 
prevalent that vegetable products are invari- 
ably safe, while the only virulent poisons are 
ofa metallic nature. Theidea is simply an 
utter absurdity. This prejudice, it has been 
said, perbaps, originated some fifty years 
ago, when the public and the profession be- 
gan to realize that there was too much giving 
of antimony and mercury. It always re- 
celved moral support fromthe old women, 
who only knew how to brew berbs, and feared 
what they did not understand. Be- 
3 vegetable medication belongs 
to e childhood of the human race. 
The use of mineral drugs is the 
result of scientific knowledge and the general 
advance of civilization. It is no wonder, 
therefore, that it has been regarded with sus- 
picion by the ignorant. But the fact is the 
prejudice in entirely without foundation. At 
the present time a list of poisons used as 
drugs will show a great preponderance of the 
vegetable kingdom. Aconite is a vegetable 
poison which acts mainly on the nervous sys- 
tem, but indirectly on the circulation. In 
proper doses it is a very efficient remedy, es- 
pecially in acute diseases; ‘‘for breaking up a 
severe cold“ attended with high fever there 
is scarcely any better agent. But it is safe 


only in the nands of a thoroughly educated 
physician. There are reasons other than the 
one already stated for saying it ie deadly ex- 
cept in small doses. 

wall doctor books’’ we find the dose of 
the tincture of aconite given. Now there hap- 

ns to be two tinctures of that drug, and one 
s seven or eight times stronger than the other, 
hence a mistake is easy, and the consequence 
of one would be extremely disastrous. Pa- 
tients need not bave the slightest fear of the 
drug when it is ordered by a physician. If they 
undertake to use it themselves, on their own 
responsibility, the chances are 

THEY WILL GET INTO TROUBLE. 

The ease with which people often blunder 
when they attempt to use very powerful drugs 
is something marvellous. Discussing aconite 
recalis an accident which will serve weil as 
an fllustration of the fact: A gentleman occu- 
pying a responsible position was out thas 
when his horse was attacked with ‘‘biin 
staggers’’ and fell. Asisthe rule in ali such 
emergencies, there was no lacking of friendly 
advisers. A man, whose appearance was cer- 
tainly suggestive of intelligence, advised the 
owner of the horse to give him half an ounce 
of the tincture of aconite. He did so, and, of 
course, the borse died, for the quantity ad- 
ministered was about thirty times as much as 
was proper to give, and not only that, the 
drug ought not to have been given at all. 

Aloes is rightly esteemed as one of the best 
cathartics, in certain conditions, known, It 
is one of the very few which do not leave a 
tendency to constipation. It is much less 
used alone than it once was, but is now com- 
bined with other drugs of like action, and is 
an ingredient of almost every cathartic of any 
great vaiue. For an occasional laxative a 
three-grain pill of aloes, which all druggists 
keep made up, is efficient and leaves no un 
pleasant effect. The tincture of aloes and 
myrrh bas been more popular for certain de- 
rangements than it deserved to be. Beyond a 
cathartic action there is none other ot any 
significance. 

tis now customary to extract from drugs 
which will admit of ittheir active principles, 
and in the concentrated form, as we may say, 
they are easier to take and are equaliy as act- 
ve as inthe crude state. Hence the huge pills 
which once almost terrorized pationte ave 
given place to modest pellets, which do the 
work as well, if not better. The active prin- 
siple of aloes is aloin; the dose of the latter is 
about one-third of the former. Aloin, 
when combined with belladonna and strych- 
nine, constitutes one of the best remedies for 
constipation known at the present time. Pills 
so made up are on sale with druggists. The 
dose is one only foran adult. In severe cases 
one at bed-time and one on rising are indi- 
cated ; oceasionally another before dinner is 
needed. Take one ata time and at such in- 
tervais they can do no harm it the trouble is 
simply — 1 — These pille are not physic 
in the sense the term is commonly used; they 
are simply slightly laxative, and a person 
taking them would be scaroeiy more than 
„regular. 

Alum is a product of manufacture. It con- 
tains either ammonium or potassium, with 
aluminium and suiphuric acid in combina- 
tion. There is also what is known as iron 
alum. Every one is familiar with its appear- 
ance and taste, it being so often called into 
service in canker of the mouth. It was once 
somewhat used internally, but is now but 
rarely so administered by physicians. With a

The aromatic spirit is nota remedy for con- 
tinued use in anything like full doses, for it 
would act unpleasantly upon the stomach. 
Except in emergencies, non-professionals

ty. 

Of anise seed there is a little something to 
be said. It is practically a spice and is now 
scarcely ever used by physicians for any 
other purposethan for flavoring medicines. 
It is, however, a domestic remedy still 
thought much of, especiaily in ithfantile flatu- 
lency and colic, others make it into a tea, 
and undoubtedly ifdoes have some action ' in 
sturting the wind, as they say. Probably it 
is much overrated as far as its actual medicin- 
al virtue is concerned. What little action it has 
much resembles that of turpentine. Mothers 
consider anise-seed tea as perfectiy harmless, 
and so they sometimes give it quite 
often and in considerabie quantities. When 
administered within reason itis not likely to 
do any Injury, butin the case of woe young 
infants it is capable of doing barm. robably 
what is sold for anise seed is often really fen- 
nei seed, which has much the same proper- 
ties, and is of greater efficacy in colicky pains, 
due to wind In the stomach or bowels. Many 
old nurses still entertain the idea that fennel 
seed tea, like that made from anise seed, wiil 
increase the mother’s milk. There is no rea- 
son for believing that the assumption is weill 
grounded.

Arguments Before Judge Thayer To- Day on * 


a Demurrer in the Case of Geo, K. Toser, 
Agert of the Missouri Pacific toad at 
Hannibal—Discrimination iu Favor of 
Chicago—Lega!i Technicalities. 


An interesting case was argued in the United 
States D strict Court this morning before 
Judge Thayer, sitting in chambers. The case 
is of special interest for the reason that 
it is the first test of the reg 
ulations established by the passage of 
the celebrated interstate commerce Dill. 
To go back and explain how the case arose: 
The Hayward Grocery Co. isa corporation 
doing business in the city of Hannibal in this 
State. In June of the year 1887 the Hayward 
Co. delivered to the Missouri Pacific Raiiroad, 
or rather to Geo. K. Towser, its authorized 
agent at that point, a consignment of 
freight consisting of one barrel of sugar to be 
carried by that road to Heplar, Kan. Toser 
receipted forthe sugar, took it, and trans- 
ported it according to the contract in the bill 
of lading, at the rate of iG cents per 100 pounds. 
A day or two later another similar 
consi ument, consisting of a barrel of sugar, 
passed through, or rather, arrived at the City 
of Hannibal over the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, bilied from Chicago to Hep- 
ler, Kan. At Hannibal the freight was re- 
shipped and sent on to Hepler over the line of 
the Missouri Pacific Road, for which 
was charged the rate of 84 cénts 
per hundred, or 12 cents per hundred 


less than the rate charged the Haywara Gro- 
cery Co, for a similar contract. This informa- 
tion was filed with the United States District 
Attorney. A bill was prepared by that officer 
and filed with 
THE UNITED. STATES GRAND-JURY, 

then sitting in the eity of Hannibal, 
charging Toser with violating the provisions 
ofthe United States law affecting interstate 
commerce. The Grand-jury sat on the case 
and returned an indictment finding that Toser 
feloniously carried certain articles of freight 
from the city of Hxuanibal to the town of 
Helper. Kan., for one party at arate less than 
he vontracted for and did ony for another 
party. This charge, the nited States 
Claimed, fell in against the clauseof the in- 
terstate statute probibiting the carrying of 
freight at lower rates for one party 
than for another through prejudice, 
favor or any other sort of discrimina- 
tion in the matter of freight rates. 
The defense filed a demurrer to the indict- 
ment, Claiming thatthe iatter instrument did 
not, as a matter of fact, charge the defendent 
with any Violation of the law. The facts, as 
cited, would not be denied by the defense, but 
on the ground 2D tec tage mentioned the de- 
murrer was filed. > 

The court met this tr g be the purpose 
of hearing the arguments of both sides on the 
demurre!.

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‘New York, December 21.—The move made 
by White and Rowe was the single topic of 
conversation in base ball circles yesterday, 
and the question as to their playing with the 
Buffalo Club next season is just as far from 
being settied as it ever was. 

These two men will find that the National 
Agreement is a big thing to buck against be- 
fore they have gone very far. Every pro- 
fessional club this side of California is 
under the protection of this agreement 
anda club suspended or expelled from the 
protection of the agreement cannot play with 
any one of these many clubs that have banded 
together for self protection. 

If White and Rowe play with the Baffalo 
Club that club will be at once expelled and un- 
less the International Association enforces 
the expulsion and refuses to play with the 
Buffalo Club the whole association will be ex- 
pelled. 

This move would place all the players of the 
International Association atthe mercy of the 
clubs under protection of the agreement, and 
there would be nothing to prevent them from 
swooping down upon these expelied clubs and 
taking what players they want. The question 
is, therefore: Will the International Asso- 
ciation uphold the Buffalo Club in the stand 
that it bas taken?“ 

Tt is not quite plain how any or- 
ganization can live without the re- 
quired protection to its players. The 
base bali men hereabouts refuse to believe 
that Rowe and White intend to play with Buf. 
falo; they say that these two men are too old 


in the game to make sucha break. They 
think the move is for effect more than any 
thing else. 

Prisident Young says: ‘‘If Rowe and White 
should simply manage the Buffalo team and 
motatteimpt to play they would * 1 be 

eld on the reserve ‘ist of the Boston and 

ttebure clubs until next year. If the Buffa- 
los undertake to play these two men, that 
club will have to be expelled under the Na- 
tional Agreement. Idon’t think the Buffalos 
will attempt it however. They could not af- 
ford it. Without the protection of the Na- 
tional League the International Association 
could not exist.’’ 


President Young’s Opinion, 


President Nick Young of the League, when 
asked what he thought about Rowe and White 
and their Buffalo move, said: 

„„ Accord ing to base ball law,’’ replied Mr. 
Young, after a moment's hesitation, they 


are still members of the National League and 
subject to ailits rules and regulations. They 
were released to Boston and Pittsburg re- 
spectively upon certain terms, provided they 
signed. the contract submitted to them 
by these clubs. Until: they sign 
a contract they are still regarded as re- 
served inembers of the Detroit Club, and 
the latter organization is stiil considered a 
member of the League in good standing and 
will be so considered until its resignation is 
sented and formally accepted. In the 
meantime that club and ail of its members 
who have not already sizned contracts to play 
elsewhere are under the protection of the 
Teagne. Rowe and White are still on the 
reserve list of the Detroit Club, and at the 
roper time all the League clubs will be asked 
So waive All claims to the services of these 
two players in favor of Pitt@urg 
and Boston, It 1s taken for 
granted that this request will be rec- 
ognized, and the two clubs named will accept 
their services. That wiil place them on the 
game footing with any other reserved player, 
and render them ineligible to contract with 
any other club a party to the National Agree- 
ment. Messrs. Rowe and White have a per- 
fect right to purchase an interest in the Butf- 
falo or any other club, but according to the 
rules governing the national game, they can- 
not play outside the National League until 
they have been regulariy released with the 
consent of all the clubs interested. 

Mr. Young is of the opinion that both Rowe 
and White will be found in the League ranks 
next season in spite of the latest sensational 
story about them.

THE OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


A RICH AND WELL-ORGANIZED SYNDICATE 
DEFYING THE CUSTOMS OFFICERS. 


Interviews With Leaders of the Gang—Capt. 
Durant’s Recent Battle With Detectives— 
The “‘Chiefs’’? Living in Grand Style at 
Sarnia—‘‘Bosse” Harris, the Millionaire, 
the Backer of the Smugglers. 


Cu10aGo, Ill., December 21.—An interesting 
story is printed this morning of the operations 
of the opium smuggling gang, one of whose 
leaders, Capt. Durant, so narrowly escaped 
from the custom officers at Sand Beach, Mich. 
a week ago. The correspondent says that 
Durant and his lieutenant, Chas. Weitzel, are 
living in style at the best hotel in Sarnia and 
are lionizged by the residents of that little 
Oanadian town. The correspondent had a 
long talk with them yesterday. They have 
been smuggling opium for the last two years 
and have successfully landed hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of the costly drug 
on the other side without being detected. But 
this last consignment they took over was dis- 
covered and seized by Government detectives 
and it came near costing Capt. Durant 
nis lite. Four detectives waylaid bim 
in the woods at night, took him at a 
great disadvantage asd tried their best to 
end his life by standing ten feet away and 
firing twenty shots at him in rapid succession 
But Capt. Durant has a charmed life, and he 
made his escape without injury. Just how 
Durant became a smuggler, says the corre- 
spondent, is not known, and he will not tell. 
In fact, he at first vigorously denied that he 
had ever engaged in such a dangerous and ad- 
venturesome business. 
his denial by saying that he had never seen an 
ounce of opium in his lite, and if he had ever 
had anything to do with transporting large 
quantities of the drug in packages across the 
border, it was 

HIS OWN PERSONAL BUSINESS. 

One thing he was sure of, and that was that 
although he had once been arrested for smug- 
gling and acquitted for lack of evidence, be 
could openly defy the Government officers 
to prove him guilty. But every one around 
Sarnia knows bim to be one of the most dar- 
ing smugglers who ever exchanged shots 
with Custom-house officers. They know also 
that he is one of the trusted agents of a rich 
syndicate which was orgunized several 
yeurs ago for the express pur - 
pose of smuggling opium into 


the United States from the manufactories at 
Victoria, British Columbia. The syndicate 
has $5,000,000 behind it and is largely con- 
trolled by C. J. Jusiyn of Victoria. Joslyn 
among the smuggiers is known as Boss 
Harris. He is immensely rich and makes no 
effort to conceal tne fact that he is the biggest 
s mugler inthe Dominion. He always has a 
large bunk account bere, and he has told the 
cashier of one of the leading banks, that he 
and his associates had made millions out of 
opium. Asan illustration of the big money 
to be made out of the business 
he said he brought down a consignment of 
opium from Victoria to Sarnia and employed 
two men to carry itacross the river to Port 
Huron, whence it was shipped to California. 
The men carried the drug, which was packed 
in tin cans, in their coat pockets, and rode 
across tie river on the regular pussenzer 
ferry-boats. Although customs officers are 
constantly stationed on the ferries the men 
who transported the drug 
WERE NOT DETECTED, 
and the entire consignment was carried over 
in less than a week. Within four weeks of the 
time the drug left Victoria by this circuitous 
route it was safely delivered at San Fran- 
cisco. The United States Government was 
defrauded out of $100,000 duties and BOSS 
Harris pocketed $30,000 for his share of the 
profits. Outside of money risk he takes no 
chances. That is, while he is _ willing 
to risk the danger of having 
his valuable consignments confis- 
cated, be never Ventures across the 
border, for he knows that a big price has 
been put on his head. People here like him 
very much, for he spends his money freely 
among them. Almost any of them are ready 
and willing at ali times to render him assisi- 
ance in secreting contraband goods, so as to 
throw the detectives off the track, and he pays 
well ior their services. Another active mew- 
ber of the Harris gang.“ as Mr. Josiyn’s 
syndicate of expert opium smug- 
giers is gbcnerally called, operates 
under the™ assumed name of Spencer. 
He attends to shipping the goods from Vic- 
toria. A rich San francisco merchant is said 
to be prominently identified with the synui- 
cate. A man for many years in the employ of 
the United States Government as an interpre- 
ter is another member. A Toronto Chinaman 
and ‘‘Opium Pete’’ of San Francisco comprise 
the rest of the syndicate. Besides these there 
are a large numberof agents whose duty it 
was to look after the consignments after they 
leave Victoria, shoving them from one point 
to another in the Dominion, transporting 
them 
OVER THE BORDER 

and then reshipping across the States to Call- 
fornia, covering up their tracks in such a 
clever manner as to successfully elude the vig- 
ilance of the customs’ «flicers. Chief among 
the agents are Capt. Durant and the Weitzel 
brothers, Charies and George. Both of the 
Weitzel brothers are now in Sarnia, and to- 
gether with Capt. Durant are awaiting in- 
structions trom Boes Harris, who has been 
informed by telegraph of the seizure of his 
goods last week. l 

Tue value of the combined product of the 
tactories in British Columbia, the headquar- 
ters of the Harris gang, is estimated at $5,000, - 
00U per annum, and of this more than 90 per 
cent goes to the United States. It is believed 
that less than 10 per cent of it passes through 
the custom bouses. The gang operates not 
only at Saraia, but all along the northern 
border of the United States as well. 
Capt. Durant told the correspondent the 
story of his meeting and fight with the cus- 
toms officers in the Michigan woods. It did 
not differ materially from that already related 
by the officials. He claims the ambush was a 
plot to murder him, and said he is not through 
with the men concerned in it yet. He thinks, 
however, that he will be more comfortable on 
the Canadian side of the river than in the States 
for some time to come.

A General Good Time to Celebrate the 
Raising of the Quarantine. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCH. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla.; December 21,—When 
it was announced that the Clyde Line would 
celebrate the raising of the quarantine by 
sending here her elegant new steamship Iro- 
quois, the business men here set about at once 
to give the coming of the first steamship 
after the epidemic a proper recognition. After 
some delay the steamship arrived yesterday 


morning. She had been met by a committee 
of citizens six miles down the river and es- 
co to her dock here. The appearance of 
the ship in mid-stream was signaled by 
booming cannon from the docks. Hach gun 
brought more people until the docks 
were packed with humanity, notwithstaid- 
ing the cold sharp wind which prevailed, Two 
steamers with brass bands aboard flanked the 
Iroquois, and amid the booming of cannon, 
the strains of martial music and the huzzas of 
the people, the leviathlan slowly wended her 
way up tothe dock. As she drew up ashout 
of welcome went up from those ashore, which 
was responded to by those on the Iroquois 
As soon as made fast, a rush was mate to 
board the new ship. Those who had triends 
aboard, whom they had not seen for months 
were frantictoembracethem. Some laughed, 
while others wept for joy. 

In the saloon of the Iroquois five tables, 
decked with beautiful flowers and covered 
with choicest viands and richest tableware, 
had been prepared by Capt. Kemble, and to 
these, on the Uaptain’s invitation, as many of 
the crowd as could be accommodated re- 

aired. Speeches were made by several prom- 
nent citizens of Jacksonville, including both 
stay-at-homes and refugees. Though brief, 
the remarks wess all very appropriate. After 
these the master of the floating palace invited 
all present to partake of the repast prepared 
for them, and, amid good humor and cheers, 
many took seats at the table, while others 
strolied over and inspected the ship. The at- 
fair was creditabie to all concerned.
